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‘Drunks, Fools 
And the U.S’ 


“Pondering the degree to which 
accident could overturn the 
schemes of wise men, Prince Bis- 

marck once con- 
cluded that there 
was a_ special 
providence for 
drunkards, fools 
and the United 
States. Indeed, 
there is much to 


a miraculous streak of luck which, 
at one turning point after an- 
other, has directed fortune its 
way.” 

So wrote Oscar Handlin, Pulit- 
zer Prize winner in history for 
1951, and professor of that sub- 
ject at Harvard University. 

There is indeed ample evidence. 

The American revolution tinged 
on the stubborn character aad in- 
tegrity of George Washington and 
a few others like him and on the 
enormous indecision of the Brit- 
ish generals who, when all was 
lost, presented Washington with 
a victory. 

Prof. Handlin, writing in the 
January Atlantic, on the Louisi- 
ana Purchase, points to the al- 
most capricious act of Destiny 
which dropped that vast terri- 


tory into the lap of the young ¢ 


Republic for a pittance of about 
$15,000,000. 


Napoleon 


In the summer of 1802 the great 
*Napoleon himself turned his eyes 
toward the New World. He pre- 
pared a formidable expedition to 
cross the Atlantic, enter the Mis- 
sissippi and plant his flag in New 
Orleans. In Holland, on the river 
*Scheldt, a great fleet of ships, 
thousands of soldiers, and vast 
stores were gathered under Gen- 
eral Victor, Spain was haggling 
about ceding the territory. There 
were delays in assembling gome 
of the supplies. It was October 
before Spain had sighed and all 
was ready. But, about two days 
before planned departure, an 
early freeze locked the armada in 
the harbor. 

And there they sat—consuming 
the hard-assembled supplies. 

In January Napoleon had bad 
news. 

Yellow fever had severely re- 
duced General Leclere’s army in 
Santo Domingo. The Negro lead- 
er, Toussaint L’Ouverture, was 
more than holding his own. The 
troops which but for the early 
freeze that held them in Holland 
would have been available as re- 
inforcements from nearby Louisi- 
ana, were beyond reach. 


Napoleon began to think again 
in terms of Europe—and less of 
the new world. By April, when 
the ice had melted in Holland, 
he suddenly, impulsivély, decid- 
ed to sell the great territory to 
the United States rather than to 
Spain, which he blamed for the 
long delay which had held Gen- 
eral Victor in Holland. 

The young Republic, by virtue 
of the gallant Lewis and Clark, 
then proceeded to drive its way to 
the Pacific. 

Ice, freezing early in an ob- 
scure Dutch harbor, Prof. Hand 
lin points out, had been the in- 
strument of destiny at a great 
turning point in our history. 


Now, 1955 


Quite obviously we now are at 
another turning point, For the 
moment history seems to be 
still—hanging in space . .. but 
we know that is never so. 

France has pulled herself a 
long way out of the paralysis of 
jeadership by men who pre- 
ferred to drift, rather than make 
decisions. Germany has _ been 
brought into full partnership in a 
Western European association, 
and will be permitted to arm. 
India, bemused and fascinated 
by Red China, and yet repelled 
too by what she has seen of the 
tyranny and conformity there, is 
at a crossroads. So is all of South- 
east Asia. | | 

The Germans know they can 
reunite Germany only through a 
deal with the Russians. Such a 
deal by a united Germany, in 
partnership with Russia, would 
make France a third or fourth- 
rate power — certainly an unim- 

t one. The French made 
the decision to agree fo German 
rearmament only because they 
did not wish this to happen.

Columbus 
Power Dam 
Is Planned

COLUMBUS, Jan. 5—Georgia 
Power Co. will construct an 11- 
million-dollar hydroelectric plant 
and dam on the Chattahoochee 
River above Columbus, president 
Harllee Branch Jr. revealed 

Wednesday night. 


Speaking to the Columbus 
Chamber of Commerce and visit- 
ing dignitariés, Branch said the 
power company would immedi- 
ately file an application with the 
Federal Power Commission for 
a temporary permit to construct 
the bydroelectric development. 


Branch said a request for an 
FPC license would be made after 
a year of surveys, foundation ex- 
ploration and design work in the 
dam site and reservoir area. Work 
will begin after the license is ob- 
tained, thus requiring three or four 
years from now until completion, 
Branch said. 

Construction of the 48,000-kilo- 
watt hydroelectric plant and dam 
will.be a big step forward in fur- 
thering the feasibility of naviga- 
tion between Columbus and At- 
lanta, Branch continued. 


Provision will be made for in- 
stallation of navigation locks, he 
said. 

The dam would provide the 
last link in the complete hydro- 
electric development of the Chat- 
tahoocheé River from Columbus 
upstream to the (Ala.) 
Dam—a distance of abdéut 35 miles. 
The proposed dam and power 
plant will be located six-tenths 
of a mile north of the Columbus 
city limits at a site known as 
Clapp’s Factory. 

The dam will be. of concrete 
construction, 75 feet at its maxi- 
mum height and 1,848 feet long. 
A lake 8% miles long and one- 
half to 1% miles wide will be 
created and available for recrea- 


tional activities.

Ike Wouldn't Cut Forces 
To Level Wilson Ordered

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5—President Eisenhower proposed tonight 
to reduce the strength of the armed forces, but not as deeply as 
Secretary of Defense Wilson had announced on Dec. 20. 


In a letter to Wilson, the Presi- 
dent said he would send to Con- 
gress a program that contem- 
plated a total strength of about 
three million men by June 30. 
As of Nov. 30 the armed forces 
totaled 3,218,000. 

President Eisenhower also sug- 
gested that the goal for June 30, 
1956, should be 2,850,000. 

Under the President’s sched- 
ule, the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps would be cut, while the 
Air Force, with the mission of 
delivering atomic weapons plus a 
crucial role in continental de- 
fense, would be strengthened. 

The President evidently react- 
ed to expressed fears Wilson’s 
cuts went too far. Influential 
congressmen have been critical 
of the manpower reductions. Gen.

Holds State’s Future 


In a press conference and preview of 
his inaugural plans Wednesday, Gov.- 
Elect Marvin Griffin repeated his plea 
for unity and asked the press, the people 
of Georgia and his political opponents to 
give his administration a chance to see 
what it can do with the state’s problems.

In an attitude of good will, Mr. Grif- 
fin again said that he holds no malice 
to anyone—despite campaign bitterness.

He said that the governor’s office and 
all other departments of state government 
belong to “all the people” and that his 
office and all other offices will be open 
to all citizens and to the press.

Griffin’s friendly approach and sincerity 
and with his apparent grasp of the state’s 
problems. He admitted, for instance, that 
the state’s primary road system needs at- 
tention. He cited the condition of U-S. 
78 as deplorable. He pointed out the her- 
culean job ahead in meeting the school 
problem and in keeping welfare services 
in line with needs. 

The governor-elect again pointed out 
that the big problem is finding the nec- 
essary revenue to pay the bills, a prob- 
lem that a state commission will study 
during the coming year. He said that 
meanwhile every effort would be made to 
give the taxpayers more for each dollar. 

The people will appreciate Mr. Grif- 
fin’s forthright attitude and will be sym- 
pathetic to his plea to give his adminis- 
tration a chance to function. As he Says, 
he was chosen to be governor of all the 
people and deserves all the assistance he 
can get in doing that job. 

As the new administration prepares 
to take over, Georgians are united in 
wishing it success because the state’s fu- 
ture depends upon its government ful- 
filling its functions adequately and eco- 
nomically.

Be Like Caesar's Wite 


The January-February grand jury of 
Fulton County is in session after a fine 
introductory lecture by Superior Court 
Judge Ralph Pharr. 

The judge charged the jurors with 
their duties and impressed them with their 
great powers. In particular, he warned 
them to guard against being used as dupes 
by political factions. He told them to 
make sure of their facts, and not to misuse 
their temporary importance for the sake 
of personal publicity. 

Judge Pharr’s charge was timely. Some 
recent grand juries apparently have been 
prejudiced in favor of either the city or 
county administrations. Their present- 
ments have not been completely judicious, 
nor always based on a calm analysis of 
proven facts. 

The result of some of the findings has 
been confusion in the minds of the public 
concerning the health and condition of the 
body politic, the exact opposite of the 
purpose of these juries. 

A grand jury is an investigative body. 
It is one of the foundations of our system 
of government. Through it the electors 
hold the whip hand over the elected. 
From it should come light and a clear def- 
inition of controversial situations. The 
jury and jurors must be above politics, for 
once the public gets the fixed impression 
that there are angles involved, the jury 
has lost its effectiveness.

The announcement by the Georgia 
Powers Company that it will build a 48,- 
000-kilowatt hydroelectric plant and dam 
on the Chattahoochee River at Columbus 
is good news indeed. It demonstrates the 
willingness of this company to continue 
its efforts to meet the power needs of an 
urban, industrial Georgia. | 

Georgians and Atlantans will be 
pleased, too, by the statement by com- 
pany president, Harllee Branch Jr., that 
the plant will not interfere in any way 
with plans being made to develop the 
Chattahoochee for navigation between Co- 
lumbus and Atlanta. 

This plan, alréady being developed by 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, is pos- 
sible and practical and Mr. Branch points 
out that the power company develop- 
ment will aid, not hold back, the naviga- 
tion project. In building its dam, the 
power company will make. pMvisions for 
installation of navigation locks at the op- 
tion of the Federal Government. 

The new dam, to be located six-tenths 
of a mile north of the city limits of Co- 
lumbus, will produce 243,000,000 kilowatt 
hours a year of electric power—enough to 
provide electricity for 75,000 homes. It 
will enable continued expansion and 
growth of the energetic Columbus area. 

All of the state welcomes the an- 
nouncement and congratulates the Geor- 
gia Power Company on its vision and 
foresight. A continually expanding 
source of economical power is necessary 
for the industrial and agricultural prog- 
ress of this state.

The Federal Bureau of Investigation 
estimates that crime over the nation in- 
creased approximately 8.5 per cent last 
year over the preceding year. 

To the credit of the Atlanta Police 
Department, the local trend was slightly 
down. Major crimes committed here 
during 1954 dropped 1 per cent. This just 
didn’t happen. It was the result of a well- 
thought-out and efficently executed war 
against criminals. 

Early in the year Chief Herbert Jen- 
kins listed all known criminals in town. 
He took this list, compiled the records bf 
all involved and obtained their pictures. 
Each officer was given this information 
to study and told to keep a sharp watch 
for the collection of assorted auté thieves, 
rapists, safe crackers, burglars, confidence 
men and the like. 

By early fall each man on the list had 
been arrested and returned to prison or 
was awaiting trial on a new charge. 

As a result there was no December 
crime wave for the first time in many 
years. And for the year there was a 
marked decrease in the number of cars 
stolen, in robberies and in larcenies.

Almost with one voice we would 
name St. Paul. Then whom would 


Christ. Next to the Bible, the Con- 
fessions of Saint Augustine has 
been more widely read than any- 
thing else in Christian literature. 


The Confessions are his prayers, 
but they are also his autobiogra- 
phy in which he reveals the inner- 
most secrets of his soul. He was 
born in the year 354 and died in 
430. Though he lived more than 
1,500 years ago in the body, he still 
lives today. There is not a’ Chris- 
tian church which is not today in- 
fluenced by what he wrote and 
how he lived.

Congressional secrecy was high 
in 1953. There were 2,640 commit- 
tee and subcommittee meetings in 
Washington and 34 per cent of 
them were behind closed doors. 


Congressional secrecy was high- 
er in 1954. During this year 41 per 
cent of the 3,002 congressional 
committee sessions were ‘‘execu- 
tive,” a nice word meaning that 
the public was excluded. 


The record shows that over the 
last two-year session the Senate 
was more secretive than the House, 
although the percentage of closed 
committee meetings went up more 
rapidly in the House than in the 
Senate. 


I suspect that many members of 
Corzress are unaware that the 
trend to secrecy has been mount- 
ing. Some of it may have come 
about unwittingly and obviously 
some secrecy is proper and neces 
sary. There are times, of. course, 
when the secretary of state should 
transmit confidential information 
to the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. Some of the meetings of 
the Armed Services Committee and 
the Atomic Energy Committee are 
understandably executive.

Plans for the increase, designed 
to strengthen the nation’s defenses 
against possible A-bomb attack, 
were announced in Washington. 

Col. B. M. Davey, commander 
of the 116th National Guard Wing 
at Dobbins Air Force Base, said 
he had no specific instructions for 
any buildup here. But, he added, 
he would certainly like to see 
some added squadrons. 

“We feel Georgia can support 
them,”’ he said.

Colstine Sibley 
They Danced 
To Freedom 


There’s a bit of irony in the a e of Nora Kovach and 
Istvan Rabovsky, the ballet dancers, in Atlanta Jan, 1. —

our young artists to be trained! : 

. might not be such a comfortable feeling having a couple of 
young Communists, no matter how talented they are, lending a 
hand with our young people. But, happily, these two eon agi 
are the ones who made the newspapers & year ago as a pair of 
top-billing stars who “danced right through the Iron Curtain. 


. They had been hailed. as the Communist world’s most Bpec- 
tacular young dancers and all the big shots of Red Germany 
gathered at the East Berlin Staatsopera to see them. But when 
the time came for them to go on, the stage manager had to step 
before the curtain and offer one of those quick, glib lies the 
Communists are famous for. The husband and wife ballet team, 
he said, had been seriously hurt in an automobile accident. 


Fortunately, still wearing their theater clothes, they were 
arriving in West Germany, scared stiff but bent ‘on freedom. 

“We wanted to be able to talk in a normal. voice, not in 
whispers,” as dark-eyed Nora explained. 

Nora and Istven first met while both were students at the 
Budapest State Opera Ballet School. Nora came of a well-to-do 
family in northern Hungary and after preliminary training in 
music and dance, had been taken to Budapest to enter the school 
at the age of 8. Istvan, son of a poor family, left his home when 
he was 10 and from that time earned his living as a messenger 
and a newspaper boy. He had seen a Fred Astaire movie and he 
was determined to be a dancer. 

When he was 16 the great Russian ballerina, Ulanova, saw his 
performances in Budapest and was determined to take him back 
to Russia. To find a partner for him she auditioned the com- 
pany’s entire ballerina contingent and finally chose Nora Kovach, 

They were given the best training the Soviet Union had to 
offer arid were a great hit in ballet theaters all across the country. 
The surprising thing is that engrossed in their art and in each 
other, they should have been troubled at all by communism. 
They were the darlings of the Communists, well paid, handsomely 
treated. 


But a few things happened that may have turned the stom- 
ach of less sensitive, less perceptive young people. They were 
required to make speeches depouncing both the ballet and their 
own dancing as “decadent” and ‘“‘cosmopolite:’””’ They were 
forced to change the ballet to conform to the party line. Then 
they saw the beginning of the mass deportation of ‘‘undesir- 
ables’’—45,000 people pulled from their homes and sent away 
within a few weeks. They knew of the case of Melinda Otrubay, 
the onee great ballerina, who married Prince Esterhazy. When 
the prince was convicted along with Cardinal Mindszenty, his 
beautiful wife was deported to a village and went to work in a rice 
field, where her legs became paralyzed and she died for lack 
of medical care. 


These things caused Nora and Istvan to wonder and worry 
and when they got close enough to West Germany to make their 
escape they slipped through the Iron Curtain. Their first appear- 
ance here the night of Jan. 10, with the London Festival Ballet, 
is a part of the Atlanta Music Club's All-Star series and is already 
sold out.

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Polio Vaccine Tests 
Enter Next Phase 


The world is eagerly await- 
ing the results of the Salk po- 
lio vaccine. More than 1,830,- 
000 children in various areas 
throughout 44 states took part 
in the project, one of the larg- 
est mass studies ever conduct- 
ed in this country. 

The staff evaluating the sta- 
tistics is just as busy as was 
the group that gave the in- 
jections. Morc than 120 office 
and laboratory workers have 
andertaken the task of tabu- 
lating and analyzing the 144 
million pieces of assembled in- 
formation. 

The records must be checked 
and double checked because 
errors at this stage wil! have 
a far-reaching effect on future 
use of the vaccine. In addition, 
blood studies are being con- 
ducted on 40,000 youngsters to 
determine whether the namber 


of proteetive antibodies  in- 
creased after the vaccine was 
given. 


When the experiment is con- 
cluded next spring, we should 
know whether the Salk vaccine 
works and if so, how well. Most 
of the rumors are on the fa- 
vorable side. Furthermore, 
many pharmaceutical compa- 
nies have been licensed to man- 
ufacture the product, suggest- 
ing that those in the know have 
faith in the vaccine. 

Several unique experiments 
were carried out last year on 
specific tests for polio. Such 
procedures are needed because 
there are no polio tests simi- 
lar to those available for ty- 
phoid, syphilis, and tubercu- 
losis. To complicate the pic- 
ture, paralysis may be caused 
by disorders other than polio, 
and in addition, the nonpara- 
lytic type of polio is an indefi- 
nite condition that mimics a 
number of disturbances, includ- 
ing the common cold. 


One of the latest virus tests 
stems from a cancer project 
that was started more than 
five years ago. At that time, 
scientists found a way te grow 
malignant cells in a test tube. 
One particular group (strain 
HeLa) has been multiplying 


ever since. Viruses destroy 
these cells. 
During the 1953 polio epi- 


demic in Minnesota, stool spec- 
imens from 513 cases were sub- 
jected to this test. The results 
were positive in 78 of the para- 
lytic and 42 per cent of the 
nonparalytic cases. The major- 
ity of specimens were positive 
within three days after fever
